Look Before 
You Leap 

Red Cross Water Safety Week 
June 6 to 12, 1965 

Most of us know the saying ‘look 
before you leap’. However, like 
many good pieces of advice, this 
one has become merely a saying 
and its implications are too often 
overlookied. Even in its literal 
sense it is frequently ignored. 

According to Red Cross drown¬ 
ing statistics, diving into water is 
an activity which causes relatively 
few drownings in Canada. But its 
toll in serious injuries is frighten¬ 
ing. Every year dozens of Cana¬ 
dians injure themselves seriously 
by making faulty dives into the 
water. 

Some dive into water that’s too 
shallow, some injure themselves by 
attempting stunt diving, others fail 
to pull out of a dive in time and 
still others crash into swimmers 
already in the water. In too many 
cases, the result is a broken neck 
If these victims bad looked be¬ 
fore they lept, they would have 
avoided injury. 

The tragedy of these diving ac¬ 
cidents is that most of the victims 
are under 30 years of age. They 
are in their prime. Such an acci¬ 
dent snuffs out any future they 
might have had, leaving nothing 
for them but a life of misery m a 
wheel chair. 

June 6 to 12 is Red Cross Water 
Safety Week in Canada. It’s a good 
time for everyone to heed the ad¬ 
vice of the Red Cross to be water- 
wise and “look before you leap”.

The Coleman Journal 
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Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

About a year ago the Parliament¬ 
ary Press Gallery was busily en¬ 
gaged in running a “hate Parlia¬ 
ment campaign” and, among oth¬ 
er things, kept insisting that Par¬ 
liament was wasting its time, do¬ 
ing nothing except squabbling and, 
in short, was producing the most 
unproductive session of Parliament 
in history. In the last couple of 
months this same Press Gallery 
has been endeavoring to point out 
to the public what a really pro¬ 
ductive session this last session of 
Parliament actually was and how 
much valuable legislation had been 
passed. 

Since the new session of Parlia¬ 
ment commenced a couple of 
weeks ago, the Parliament Press 
Gallery has again started its ‘anti- 
Parliament’ campaign— this time 
the theme being that the MP’s are 
absent and shirking their duties 
and in particular that all Opposi¬ 
tion MP’s are being hypocritical 
about trying to overthrow the gov¬ 
ernment. It is political propaganda 
to say that opposition absenteeism 
has kept the present government 
in power. On the contrary, the vot¬ 
ing of the splinter parities have 
kept the government in power. 

They often talk in favor of a 
supply motion and then vote just 
the opposite. If there were only 
two parties, this bad practice 
would never happen. No party ever 
has 100 per cent attendance and 
studies show that all parties have 
about the same percentage of ab¬ 
senteeism. I think a few further 
facts might be in order. 

First of all, MP’s are entitled 
to absent themselves from Parlia¬ 
ment for 21 days out of every ses¬ 
sion of Parliament (after that they 
are fined $100 for each day’s ab¬ 
sence). The reason for this (and 
it has always been so) is that 
MP’s must take some time to look 
after their own private business, 
and attend family graduations, 
weddings, anniversaries, etc. As a 
rule very few members use more 
than four or five days out of the 
21 allowed during a session. The 
most I have ever used is four days 
during one session. 

In addition, any MP frequently 
has to return to his constituency in 
order to receive representations 
from farm groups, labor groups, 
attend hearings, etc., with respect 
to matters of public policy. This 
is particularly true in the case of 
MP’s who live great distance from 
Ottawa. As a matter of fact, the 
Rules of Parliament do not con¬ 
sider that an MP is absent from 
Parliament if bis absence from Ot¬ 
tawa is concerned with public af¬ 
fairs or parliamentary duties. 

Likewise, illness (which, >f 
course ,is unavoidable) is not con¬ 
sidered to be absenteeism. These 
facts seem to be frequently for¬ 
gotten when sensational news stor¬ 
ies are written up by some mem¬ 
bers of the Press Gallery. 

I am not trying to suggest that 
Parliament and the MP’s who com¬ 
pose it are perfect and should not 
be criticised. But I do think that 
criticism should be accurate and 
justified. If the Press Gallery di¬ 
rected its criticisms at the length 
of time used up during the daily 
question period, and also at the 
quality of many of these questions 
(not to mention the many spuri¬ 
ous “points of privilege”) it would 
have more genuine grounds for 
criticism and complaint. 

Presenting Story 
Of Forest 
Conservation 

Thousands of school pupils in the 
forested areas of Alberta are be¬ 
coming more familiar with their 
outdoor heritage through the Con¬ 
servation Classes presented in hun¬ 
dreds of schools by the Alberta 
Forestry Association. 

These programs, combining of 
films and talks are resigned to 
bring the world of nature into the 
classroom, to illustrate how soil, 
water and forest form the founda¬ 
tion for a living community, with 
all growing things depending on 
their environment and one another 
for their existence. 

This world of nature has great 
fascination for young people and 
Mr. Greg Stevens, Association rep¬ 
resentative, meets with high au¬ 
dience interest and enthusiasm. 

Teachers use the program as a 
basis for further classroom stud¬ 
ies, supplemented by printed ma¬ 


terial left at ea,oh school for this 
purpose. 

However, these lessons go much 
further than just a story — they 
stress the part these renewable 
resources play in our lives and the 
need to look after them. The co¬ 
operation of all young people is 
sought in helping, through know¬ 
ledge and care, to make sure we 
always enjoy these natural bene¬ 
fits. 

Audiences are told how the for¬ 
est provides over 6,000 items used 
in our daily lives and their help 
enlisted in protecting these for¬ 
ests, particularly from fire. 

The full enjoyment of the out¬ 
doors can be spoiled by not only 
fire but by making campgrounds 
and other such areas unsightly 
and dangerous by careless discard¬ 
ing of refuge, garbage, broken 
glass, etc. Today in Alberta over 
50,000 young people have prom¬ 
ised to help keep Alberta green 
and dean, by doing their part to 
prevent forest fires and keep our 
forest areas clean. 

Older people are not neglected 
and regular evening programs are 
available for them. All age groups 
are showing increasing interest in 
promoting conservation and in tak¬ 
ing a personal responsMity in 
looking af ter the renewable resour¬ 
ces. It will add up to making sure 
the wilderness beauty of Alberta is 
maintained and improved, not just 
for a few years, but for all the 
future.
